I f Lucy Howard’s West 
Sussex home could talk, 
it would no doubt be 
offering her its heartfelt 
thanks. From a property that 
appeared to be stuck in an 
Eighties rut - think colour 
combinations of oxblood 
red and apricot, plus black- 
stained beams - she has 
created a home that is stylish and supremely 
comfortable, with fresh country schemes that 
carefully respect the period style of the building. 

It is Lucy’s enthusiasm, drive and, in her own 
words, ‘a lot of bossing’ that has turned this 
Grade Il-listed cottage into the welcoming home 
that she shares with her husband Joe, a lawyer, 
teenage sons Harry and Oliver and two miniature 
dachshunds, Lottie and Linus. The first time the 
couple, who were based in London, drove down 
to visit it in 2008, Lucy recalls that they took one 
look at the breathtaking view from the garden 
across the South Downs National Park and knew 
this was the one. ‘That was before we had even 


set foot inside the house,’ she laughs. ‘We’d been 
coming to the area for years because Joe’s parents 
have a house nearby, so we knew that places in 
a location like this rarely come up for sale.’ The >> 





THE OWNERS Lucy and Joe

building, which was formerly two workers’ cottages 
serving the nearby farm, dates back to 1660, with 
later additions in the 1900s. 

As well as undertaking a complete decorative 
overhaul, Lucy and Joe also wanted to convert 
the stables into guest quarters and rebuild 
a traditional oak outbuilding that had been 
destroyed in a storm. Fortunately, Lucy loves 
nothing better than a project. ‘1 trained and 
worked as a lawyer but I’ve always had a strong 
creative streak, which I’ve channelled into doing 
up properties,’ she confides. 

Having worked with Leeds-based builder-joiner 
Philip Hogg on the family’s previous home, Lucy 
persuaded him to take on this project. ‘Phil is a 
proper old-school craftsman; 1 would draw what 
1 wanted on the back of an envelope and he 


would interpret it,’ she recalls. ‘He and his team 
set themselves up in the former agricultural barn, 
which already had a kitchenette, and they would 
come down for 10 days at a time, then return to 
Yorkshire for four days.’ 

TRADITIONAL CRAFTSMANSHIP 

Philip’s work includes the beautiful painted 
kitchen, which is traditionally made using solid 
wood. ‘People think I’m barking mad opting for 
wood rather than MDF but I wanted to be able 
to see the grain through the paint,’ says Lucy, 
who confesses to being ‘utterly fastidious’, adding, 

‘I tried 12 different cupboard handles before 
choosing these pewter ones; they pretty much blew 
my kitchen budget out of the water but were worth 
every penny.’ Another indulgence is the choice >>

of Calacatta Oro for the worksurfaces, a pure 
white marble that Lucy admits to being totally 
impractical. ‘I went for the aesthetics. It’s rather 
like wearing high heels - you sometimes have to 
suffer to look good,’ she explains. 

PITCHING IN 

Lucy’s attention to detail is evident everywhere, 
from the traditionally forged wrought-iron latches 
on the doors to the whitish-grey hue she has used 
for all the walls. ‘I won’t tell you how many years it 
took to find that grey - it has no yellow in it and 
it is perfect,’ she says. The soft colour serves as a 
foil for natural fabrics that span gentle shades of 
watery greens and duck-egg blues, through to dusty 
pinks and corals. ‘I wouldn’t want a home without 
colour, but I tend to opt for muted hues,’ she adds. 


And while Lucy confesses to being ‘the nightmare 
overseer’, she isn’t afraid to roll up her sleeves and 
pitch in. During one of the worst winters on recent 
record, she climbed the scaffolding in the snow to 
help the roofers nail old Sussex tiles to the stables 
roof. ‘I wanted to see if I could do it; this is all about 
making our home,’ she explains. 

The former stables now play host to a steady 
stream of guests, who come to enjoy the beautiful 
countryside and the Howards’ genial hospitality. 
Lucy, meanwhile, is busy tending to her beloved 
gardens while dreaming up the next project. 

‘I have been taking a course in ceramics for the 
last four years and my plan is to install a studio 
and a kiln in the oak outbuilding,’ she enthuses. 
Chances are, this indomitable spirit will always 
have a new plan up her sleeve. ^

BEGINNER 

Novice decorator Sara Hamilton created 
a vintage vibe to her family home with 
plenty of research and hard work

R efurbishing the home she bought after her 
divorce proved a learning curve for Sara 
Hamilton. As a paediatrician, I’m trained 
to make important decisions in my field. But I 
had never chosen tiles, floorboards, kitchens and 
bathrooms, or done house refurbishment, and 
lacked confidence in these areas,’ she says. 

Sara enlisted the expertise of her friend and 
architect Johanna Ahrberg Jackson. ‘I wanted one 
communal space in the house to accommodate the 
needs of an eight year old, a 23 year old and a 
40 year old - all of whom are very sociable,’ says 
Sara. Johanna advised me to take down three walls 
- two separating the kitchen from the lounge and 
another separating the bathroom from the lounge.’ 

Creating the new open-plan kitchen, sitting 
room and dining area cost a metre from the 
bathroom - though raising the ceiling balanced >>

‘Removing the kitchen wall 
improved the area and made four months living 
with rough floorboards, a temporary kitchen and 
a bath in the garden almost worthwhile,’ says Sara. 

An ugly built-in wardrobe was removed from 
her bedroom and replaced with a workbench- 
come-chest of drawers; her great dresses are 
displayed on an old coat stand. ‘I like the 
unconventionality, the turning expectations 
upside down. Just don’t open the door to the 
en-suite shower room or the contents of the 
former wardrobes will fall out,’ Sara laughs. 

LEARNING ON THE JOB 

Further storage in the form of a useful hallway 
cupboard was also created, along with seating 
areas and lighting schemes. ‘I didn’t think I 
needed fancy lighting and just relied on candles. 
But now I get the same mood-altering experience 
with the flick of a switch and the turn of a dimmer 
knob. I am forever grateful to Johanna for this!’ 

Sara’s medical research skills proved transferable, 
and she spent hours researching authentic 
floorboards. ‘It was a huge and expensive decision 
but I’m very pleased with the result - it makes >>

a huge impact on the living space,’ she says. She 
applied the same practice to selecting kitchen 
taps. ‘I knew nothing about taps and they were 
obviously going to be highly visible,’ says Sara. 

Tim Moss, who built the kitchen, gave her a book 
and she became a ‘tap nerd’, spending an evening 
on call with a medical student teaching him 
about the different shapes and styles. 

GETTING THINGS RIGHT 

Sara has stories for every purchase and selection, 
emphasising her blatant enthusiasm for the 
project. The kitchen was straightforward: ‘When 
I walked into Tim’s workshop, I instantly fell 
in love with his designs. But it took me months 
to choose the right colour; I refused to go for 
safe creams and beiges. Tim humoured my 
deliberations - I would stagger into his workshop 
with planks of iroko, an oak floorboard and 
trailing silk fabric,’ she says. 

A trip to a bathroom warehouse, searching 
for a roll-top bath, found Sara and two friends 
sitting in several tubs (fully clothed), trying to find 
one that wouldn’t overwhelm her son, but would 
offer her an ideal ‘grown-up’ bath. Another time 
she gave a bunch of tulips to a sales assistant for 
occupying Arun while she was making decisions 
about salvage pendant lights and reclaimed 
wood. And then there is her bed, discovered in a 
vintage boutique. ‘The woman said she’d only sell 
it to someone who promised not to replace the 
100-year-old faded and ripped rose fabric. It was 
so beautiful it took my breath away’ 

CREATIVE FLAIR 

Sara now has an impressive collection of vintage 
finds. ‘I arrived here with only a cot, bed, table and 
two chairs, plus hand-me-down sofas from friends. 
Then one day, before a dinner party, I went to a 
local antique store and bought side tables and an 
armchair - fed up with having neither - while the 
dhal cooked,’ she says. 

Sara’s ad hoc styling is genuine, as is her 
enviable selection of retro furniture.

M ost people would consider anyone living 
in north London to be city dwellers, but 
for Alex and Sam Hailstone, who had 
previously lived in the heart of bustling Camden, 
moving to this neighbourhood seemed a huge step 
away from city living, and it took some adjusting. 

‘We began our property search by looking close to 
Camden but we soon realised we couldn’t afford 
anything, so our search started to stretch further 
and further away,’ explains Alex. ‘When we stumbled 
across this area we were amazed at what we could 
buy for our money, so it more than made up for the 
out-of-the-way location.’ 

Stepping into this house for the first time, Alex 
and Sam were immediately blown away by the 
original features, even if they were overshadowed by 
some ghastly wall colours. ‘The old cliche is true that 
you get a feeling for a property, and we both did,’ 
says Alex. ‘Everywhere we looked there were these 
beautiful features that took our breath away, such as 
the gorgeous stained-glass doors, striking fireplaces 
and classic cornicing. Apart from some terrible 
wall colours and a dated, tired kitchen, there wasn’t 
anything we didn’t like.’ 

FEELING SENTIMENTAL 

After a nerve-wracking sealed-bid process, the couple 
had to wait a few more months for the sellers to 
find a house, but fortunately they didn’t have to sell 
their own property in Camden straight away, giving 
them some flexibility. ‘It also gave me some time to 
daydream about our plans for the house,’ says Alex. 

‘I gathered ideas from Pinterest, design blogs and 
magazines and started creating schemes for each 
room that were fun and quirky yet in keeping with 
the timeless features.’ 

When the couple finally moved in, their first 
project was to decorate everywhere to keep it bright 
and neutral. ‘We mainly stuck to white walls, but we 
added the odd highlight of muted colour here and 
there for interest,’ says Alex.

These subtle colours 
were also chosen to create simple backdrops for 
Alex’s ever-growing displays of eye-catching and 
interesting objects and prints. 

‘I only display things that we love or that have 
sentimental value to us; everything has to have 
a meaning or a story behind it. Saying all this, I 
actually hate clutter, so in every room I have had to 
strike a balance between injecting personality and 
keeping things simple to avoid it looking chaotic,’ 
she says. And there’s no clearer example of her 
co-ordinated displays than in the living room, 
where books have been grouped in similar colours, 
while smartly framed prints neatly line the stairs 
for interest. ‘Being a graphic designer I do like a 
nice bit of typography,’ she laughs. 

LAID-BACK LIVING 

At the back of the house a stunning open-plan 
kitchen/diner, which had been knocked through 
by the previous owners, showcases the property’s 


striking period features, including the beautiful 
stained-glass French doors onto the garden, a 
traditional kitchen dresser and an impressive 
fireplace. ‘We loved the openness of the large space 
and wanted to retain its laid-back living feel, but 
there wasn’t any definition between the cooking 
and eating areas,’ explains Alex. ‘So we redesigned 
the layout and added a peninsular unit in the 
centre. I also drew up a design for the kitchen 
units and found a very creative carpenter who 
shared my vision. He came up with helpful and 
practical suggestions without compromising on 
the look. Originally I had wanted different-sized 
cupboards hanging from pegs so that they could 
be moved around but it wasn’t practical, so we 
went for this look instead.’ 

The result is a bold yet classic design that 
complements the timeless features around the 
rest of the room.

C hinthurst Lodge 
in Surrey dates 
back to 1745 - 
with major additions 
between 1840 and 1895 
that give the house the 
Victorian facade that can 
be seen today. ‘We spent 
a long time searching 
for a suitable house 
and suddenly this one 
came up,’ says Hilary 
Goodridge, who bought 
the property in 1988 with husband Michael. ‘I 
fell in love with it as soon as I saw it,’ she smiles. 
And even though the garden was quite big 1 
wasn’t too daunted.’ 

The garden is just over one acre, faces south 
and stretches out from the back of the house. 
Beyond the garden is a five-acre field where 
Hilary, a keen rider, keeps her horses, and on 
either side of the property is farmland. The soil 
is sandy with undulating clay underneath, which 
can cause waterlogging in winter and drought 
in the summer. ‘It is a bit of a frost pocket and 
we’re exposed to winds because of all the fields 
around us, but we have improved the soil over 
many years, as we have a good supply of horse 
manure,’ adds Hilary. 

AUGMENT AND IMPROVE 

When the couple moved in to the property the 
garden had much of the structure you see today. 
A white garden by the house had been started, 
with marked-out beds and a few ‘Margaret 
Merrif roses, which we later replaced as they 
weren’t very successful, and the pergolas had 
been built,’ recalls Hilary. ‘The rest of the garden 
had a few shrubs, mostly hebes, but was generally 
overgrown with stinging nettles and mare’s tails.’ 
In the produce area, espaliered apples and a 
fruit cage were already established and there 
was a large vegetable plot. 

With the spaces already there to start with, 
it wasn’t a matter of creating everything from 
scratch, but rather to build on and enhance, 
and add some new areas as they went along. 

‘Our plan was to restore the garden in 



stages to emphasise each area with different 
characteristics,’ Hilary explains. The process 
involved a great deal of hard work to produce 
the garden you see today with its rich planting 
palette and range of areas as you journey 
through the landscape. These include verdant 
lawns cut in a chequerboard design by Michael, 
curving densely planted borders, water features, 
pergola walkways and productive plots. 

Looking around at the sheer variety of areas 
and wealth of plants, there is no wonder that 
Hilary freely admits with a smile that her garden 
is ‘definitely high-maintenance’. She is completely 
hands-on, although she has help from some 
fantastic gardeners that she attributes much 
of her knowledge to. ‘For 16 years we had an 
amazing gardener called Graham Titchmarsh, 
a very distant relative of the renowned Alan 
Titchmarsh. He was here for four hours a 
week before he got married and moved down 
to Devon. He taught me practically all I know,’ 
admits Hilary. ‘I have always been interested in 
gardening but I wasn’t that knowledgeable, 
just some self-taught experience in previous 
gardens through trial and error. I now do 
practically all the work myself plus have the 
help of two lovely lady gardeners.’ 

Visiting gardens is a favourite pastime of 
Hilary’s and Rosemary Verey’s Barnsley House, 
in particular, has been a major influence, 
resulting in a striking box parterre that edges the 
stone path leading from the white garden. It is 
formed of neat, geometric hedged beds infilled 
with Allium ‘Purple Sensation’, at their peak in 
May, and a selection of herbs, including chives, 
mint, thyme, rosemary, sage and lemon balm.

used triangular shapes for the beds with topiary 
pyramids along the hedging as focal points,’ 
Hilary explains. Echoing the spires of spherical 
alliums is a standard bay in an elegant container. 
The effect is charming and almost magical, with 
the greens from the herbs and the deep purple 
balls seemingly floating above. 

Other projects saw the replacement of a dying 
pear tree with a laburnum 
tunnel, which is resplendent 
with gleaming golden racemes 
in early summer, while the 
vegetable plot was halved in size 
to create more herbaceous beds 
for pollinating the remaining 
vegetables. ‘We couldn’t possibly 
eat all the vegetables that such 
a large patch yielded so that 
was one of the first things we 
did after we moved in,’ Hilary 
explains. The greenhouse, sheds 
and fruit cage were all replaced 
and a pond on the lawn 
restored back to its former 
glory. At the same time, the 
patio leading out from the 
house was extended. There 
was a tiny area of lawn that was 
difficult to mow, so the couple 
decided that a better solution 
was to remove it altogether 
and have more paved space. To celebrate the 
millennium, another parterre garden was 
created, entered through a brick arched gate 
and complete with a pond. 

INTRODUCING COLOUR 

An unexpected feature to discover is a gravel 
garden, created from scratch as a response to 
a series of dry summers. Membrane was put 
down with gravel on top and holes cut out for 
the plants, but weeding is still needed to keep it 
looking neat. Hilary has found the plants that 
really thrive here are Hosta sieboldiana ‘Elegans’, 

H. ‘Great Expectations’ and the blue oat grasses 
Helictotrichon sempervirens and Festuca glauca, while 


a chimney pot, sculptural pieces, a water feature 
and urns add further interest. 

Planting all the borders throughout the garden 
was a major task as there was damage from the 
1987 storm and both tidying up and extensive 
replanting was needed. At the same time, some 
new beds were also added and others widened. 

‘The white garden needed less done to it, as we 
just had to add some plants 
and shrubs, such as Libertia 
grandifiora, ‘Mme Hardy’ roses, 
pendulous Deutzia pulchra, 
sprays of dainty Spiraea 
holodiscus and foliage foils 
from the white variegated 
Cornus controversa ‘Variegata’, 
silver Pyrus salicifolia ‘Pendula’ 
and box balls,’ says Hilary. 

She tries to concentrate on 
using different colour schemes 
for each herbaceous border 
in the garden. In one, yellow 
and blue is maintained by 
aconites, anemones, daffodils 
and Acer negundo ‘Variegatum’ 
in spring, melding into 
yellow roses such as ‘Graham 
Thomas’, along with spires 
of delphiniums, tree peonies 
and campanulas in summer. 
Erom the yellow and blue 
border, the colours progress through the garden 
to pinks and then in the vegetable patch it’s 
mainly splashes of blues from ‘Pacific Giants’ 
hybrid delphiniums vying for attention with the 
neat rows of lettuces, rhubarb and runner beans 
scrambling over tripods. 

With the beds throughout the garden, rather 
than needing a particular plant to fill a spot 
Hilary admits it’s the plants that drive the 
decisions, finding an interesting plant and then 
thinking about exactly where to put it. ‘I’m on 
the lookout for plants all the time, but I don’t just 
dash out and buy them. What I like to do instead 
is go to National Trust houses or any specialist 
plant centres and see if something unusual >>

catches my attention. I am constantly searching, 
so when I like something I just go for it,’ she says. 

TRIALS OF NATURE 

The process of transforming the garden has 
been pretty smooth sailing, without many 
challenges. ‘The badger is the worst enemy in 
our garden, as it digs up the lawn - it has 
been World War III in the past!’ she says. 

Daphne is a shrub that Hilary has had no luck 
with, lupins are a struggle and some cuttings 
haven’t succeeded or rot off with mildew in the 
greenhouse. ‘Disease is always something that 
worries me. I hate spraying things, although 
sometimes they need it,’ she adds. 

Through her experience of learning as 
she went along has come a sound practical 
knowledge. ‘Don’t be afraid of vigorous pruning 
at the right time of year, as plants usually come 
back with a vengeance. Saying that, once I was a 
bit too vigorous and killed a white wisteria - on 
that occasion I was a bit too over-enthusiastic. 
Maybe it was struggling a bit anyhow,’ she smiles. 

The most recent projects include removing 
several large fir trees to let in more light and 
where an enormous 60ft eucalyptus blew down 
the area is being replanted with grasses, such 
as Penstemon alopecuroides ‘Hameln’, miscanthus 
and Molinia caerulea ‘Poul Petersen’. Hilary is also 
planning a wildflower bed in the millennium 
garden, focusing on cow parsley. 

SEASONAL HIGHLIGHTS 

Each season has its highlights, whether it’s the 
spring bulbs, herbaceous and roses in summer, 
autumn colour from Parrotia persica and 
liquidambar, or the winter-flowering plants and 
bright red cornus stems. ‘I love the hellebores 
and snowdrops along the apple walk in early 
spring, and when they’re out I walk down there 
every day on the way to the greenhouse just to 
look at them,’ Hilary says. 

Plenty of seats have been placed around the 
garden in which to relax and take in the vistas.

which are punctuated with seasonal containers 
or sculptural detailing. ‘I love to sit in the 
millennium garden at dusk when it’s quiet. I 
can hear the horses and watch the fox wandering 
across the field. Sitting in the gravel garden 
is also tranquil and whenever we can we eat 
outdoors on the patio, overlooking the white 
garden,’ says Hilary. 

For 22 years the couple have shared their 
garden with visitors through the National 
Gardens Scheme, enjoying the opportunity to 
chat with like-minded people, many of whom are 
returning visitors who have followed the progress 
of the garden. ‘Visitors say it is tranquil and also 
gives them inspiration for their own gardens, 
while many comment they can see the passion 
that goes into it. People are always amazed at my 
edges, perfect on garden opening day - I do 
them all the day before using a tiny hoe; I nearly 
gave myself heat stroke on one occasion as I 
didn’t put a hat on!’ smiles Hilary. ^

Dining outdoors is one of the greatest pleasures of the summer, so get 
organised with some new garden furniture to create a comfortable experience 


f, like many of us, you're tempted 
to buy one-off pieces of garden 
furniture from antique sales, eBay 
and salvage yards, it's likely that you've 
accumulated a higgledy-piggledy 
selection of mismatched chairs, benches 
and loungers that are never quite the 
right height, or big enough to let the 
whole family plus 
guests sit down in 
harmony. Avoid the 
last-minute chaos 
by investing in some 
co-ordinated sets that 
will ensure alfresco 
events will be serene 
and organised. 

Storage is often 
the issue when larger 
tables and non- 
folding chairs are 
concerned. It's always 
worthwhile investing 
in covers if you have 
no easily accessible 
storage available. Most garden furniture 
is designed to be weatherproof, 
although there will be an element of 
deterioration and fading, especially with 
timber furniture. Hardwood is the best 
investment, with teak and oak being 
particularly hardwearing and long- 


lasting. Teak is usually supplied with a 
protective oiled finish, which will need to 
be renewed every year or so to maintain 
a rich golden-brown look. However, it 
can equally be left to its own devices 
and will fade to a silvery-grey, with 
no detriment to its longevity. Powder- 
coated steel furniture is also a good buy; 

there's a good selection 
of mosaic-tiled sets 
around this season (try 
TJ Hughes and most 
garden centres, as well 
as the ones we've shown 
overleaf), which are very 
tough and can be left 
outside in all weather. 

If you're struggling 
for space, look at bistro 
sets with folding chairs, 
as even a balcony or 
tiny terrace can be 
transformed into a little 
haven of restorative 
peace for that evening 
glass of wine. Ikea has a balcony table 
that can be folded down when it's not 
in use (see overleaf). 

Remember to choose weatherproof 
fabrics for seat pads and ensure you 
dry them properly in the sun after any 
downpours to avoid mould creeping in.

The Act covers shared walls between 
semi-detached and terraced houses, 
structures such as floors between flats or 
maisonettes, garden boundary walls and 
new foundations deeper than the existing 
foundations of a neighbour’s property.

A weekend spent exploring these picturesque Belgian towns will yield 
a wealth of treasures for the experienced and novice hunter alike 



A nyone keen on beautiful buildings, an 

unmistakable whiff of history, great food 
and the opportunity to shop for wonderful 
antiques - often at very competitive prices - really 
should make a beeline for the Belgian city of 
Antwerp. And, just a three-hour train journey from 
London's St Pancras station via 
Eurostar to Brussels, it could hardly 
be more accessible. 

If antiques-hunting is your 
priority, as it was mine, head for 
s Kloosterstraat (www.kloosterstraat. 
I com) for a low-key start: brocante, 
I bric-a-brac and decorative antiques 
-think elaborate window frames 
I reinvented as statement mirrors 
I and 1920s gym equipment, with 
I bulky leather mats serving as 
I quirky coffee tables. 

I Shop as the dealers do and let 
@ self-styled Antiques Diva Toma 


Clark Haines be your guide. Toma, who hails from 
Oklahoma, has built a highly successful business 
on her unique blend of insider knowledge and 
formidable energy. If you can keep up with her, 
she'll introduce you to dealers you otherwise 
wouldn't get to meet, take you to antiques-filled 
warehouses you'd never have found and help 
you secure bargains that, without her, might have 
slipped through your fingers. She'll charge you 
around €575 (£41 5) for two people for a day, 
but she'll save you more than that in the time 
and money you'd otherwise pay for antiques; 
and she's a terrifically energising personality to 
shop with, too. 

She took me to high-end Leopoldstraat and 
introduced me to Frank Van Laer (www.frankvanlaer. 
be), whose shop not only has a wonderful selection 
of pieces, from lighting to art to Fames chairs, 
but has them set out in a way that really does 
convey how they might work in your own home. 

I was particularly enamoured with a set of Dutch

chairs dating from the 1940s, with their original 
tapestried upholstery in mint condition. 

Arguably more accessible, price-wise, 
was the Antwerp Art & Antiques Market 
warehouse in Mechelsesteenweg (www. 
antwerpantiquesmarket.com). Off the beaten 
track, it's the frequent haunt of dealers who 
come here, fill up their vans, then drive off to 
various antiques centres around Europe to sell 
on what they've acquired at excellent prices. I 
left with a pastel sketch of a girl, dated 1921, 
that set me back an affordable €125 (£90). 

After a day's browsing, you'll certainly 
have earned your dinner - and tucked away 
down Vlaeykensgang, a cobbled twitten that 
might have come straight out of a de Hooch 
painting, is the Sir Anthony Van Dijck (www. 
siranthonyvandijck.be). It's owned by renowned 
Belgian interior designer Axel Vervoordt, who 
rescued the building from dilapidation and 
transformed it into one of the city's most stylish 
restaurants. Feast on fine dishes, including fresh 
langoustine and fillet of lamb with mushroom 
puree - plus, of course. May is the perfect 
time to sample fresh 
asparagus; here it's 
white rather than green 
because it's grown 
underground for a 
sweeter flavour. 

For accommodation, 
take your pick from 
Antwerp's mix of 
boutique hotels and 
quirky B&Bs. We 
stayed in a wonderful 
combination of the 
two: the uber-stylish 
JVR108, housed in a 
beautiful early 20th- 
century mansion just 
a 10-minute drive 
from the heart of town. You'll be 
rewarded for your steep climb up the 
impressive staircase by vast beds and 
bathrooms, sumptuous linens, antique 
furniture and exquisite hand-painted 
De Gournay wallpapers - and there's 
a delicious breakfast served up each 
morning that includes fresh fruit, 
pastries, cheese and cold meats. 

On Sunday, hop on the train from 
Antwerp for the hour-long journey to 
the pretty walled town of Tongeren. 

There's a lovely Begijnhof here, where 


you can sip beer and find out about the commune 
of women who called it home from the Middle 
Ages to the 1 9th century. For most visitors, 
though, Tongeren's biggest draw is the weekly 
Sunday flea market that kicks off at Gam and 
finishes at around lunchtime, attracting visitors 
from all over northern Europe. We found large 
red-and-white French linen tablecloths from as 
little as €30 (£22), pretty Victorian china and a 
wealth of reclamation items, from taps to tiles. 
While there are stalls on the street and plenty of 
shops selling more high-end items, most are under 
cover in the town's warehouses, meaning there's 
always something on offer, whatever the weather. 

If you want to recharge your batteries in style, 
consider lunch at Bistro Bis (vvww.bistrobis.be) - a 
cork-clad, ultra-relaxed restaurant that describes 
itself as 'no nonsense' and serves a six-course 
tasting menu featuring the freshest vegetables 
and fish, plus local beef, complete with four 
wines, for the great-value price of just €69 (£50). 
We were particularly taken with the colourful 
rustic plates our food was served on. Made by 
the Belgian equivalent of Nigella Lawson, Pascale 
Naessens, they're just the sort of 
thing that visitors to Tongeren will 
look forward to seeking out on an 
antiques-hunting trip in the future.

What inspires your designs? 

There are lots of different things that 
inspire me. I love the cleanness and 
simplicity of the Scandinavian look, 
but then at the opposite end of the 
spectrum I love chinoiserie and that 
opulent hand-painted feel.

How does the making process 
work? It usually starts with a 
conversation. Either the customer 
knows exactly what they want, or 
they have no idea, so I will try and 
come up with ideas and get them 
inspired.

It’s a massive 
privilege for someone to trust me to 
go ahead and paint on their walls 
and it is very rewarding.

Where do you source your 
materials? I use emulsion and 
acrylics as well as paints with a 
special finish; a metallic finish or a 
glitter finish, for example. All of this is 
readily available, so there is no great 
mysterious process involved. I also 
use a lot of Farrow & Ball paints, and 
I often mix them with white emulsion 
to give them a lovely muted colour.
